tho rroatcut naval engagement of 
moilorn time*. Ho in tlio only corn- 
mnndor-ln-chlcf In any navy who has 
successfully dlrcctotl a Titanic con- 
flict between great IIcoin of warships 
of tho twentieth century, Tho series 
of vlctprlcs ot Admiral Togo, In tho 
war between Uusala nnd Japan. In 
1001 03, culminating In the battle of 
tho Japan Son, wlicro tho Justification 
of Iho present typo of 
KOit-flghtlng 


craft revolutionized na\al warfare. 


Since tho war with Russia, Admiral 


Togo has hold tho ponltlon of Chlot 
of tlio Naval Staff of Jiipan, a position 
corresponding to that coutorroil upon 
Qeorgo Dowoy, who In Iho Admiral of 
tho United States Navy and President 
of tho General Board. *Togo la tho 
popular Idol of his nation. 


Ho camo to tho United State* from 


England taut week, wlioro ho repre- 
sented tha Mikado at tho coronation 
of King1 George V last month. When 
tho Japanese Foreign Oltlco broached 
the plan for tho Nipponese naval horo 
to visit tho United Stnlou on hi* way 
homo from England, thu suggestion 
was most cordially received by Presi- 
dent Taft nnd Secretary ICnox.

Ho lu described as 


a man of few words, almost nover 
mentioning hit own deeds. Ilo Is 
small In stature, even for a Japanese, 
though stocktly built. Ho wears a 
beard, which, though trimmed close, 
almost wholly conceals his features. 
Ho Is said to bo exceedingly nimplo 
In his tastes, and a man delighting In 
his family, which consists of two sons 
nnd ft daughter. Hunting Is tald to 
bo ono of his favorite pastimes when 
on shoro. Togo Is n member of tho 
nobility, with tho rank ot Comit. nnd 
bears tlio decorations ot tho Japanese 
ordnrs of tho Golden Kite. First Class, 
and tho Grand Gordon of tho Cbrysan- 
tbouin. Ho was decorated with tho 
Order of Morlt by King IMward. 


TORO Hclhachlro—It being Iho, cus- 


tom In Japan to place the given name 
second—wn» born In 1817, tho son of a 
petty trainer ot tho Lord of Kagoshl- 
m«, ono of tho famous nobles of tho 
Salsunia. In Togo's youth, tho 8atnu- 
ma contested with tho Shogun, or 
council, which surrendered the Km- 
poror, tho supromo power In Japan. 
Tho Satsuma woro famous for tho mili- 
tary pronoun of their young mun, nnd 
It was In tho Satsuma navy that Togo 
began his career. It wni from 
tho 


nuvy of the S.itxiimn, victorious ovor 
tho SuoKUn forces, that thu Imperial 
Navy of Jnpnn was created. The story 
of Togo's career Is coincident with tho 
birth and growth ot tho Imperial Japa- 
nese navy. 


The young cadet bad hardly enter- 


ed the Sntuuina navy when ho got his 
llrst taste of sc.v lighting. Strangely 
enough, his llrst 
engagement was 


fought axalnHt tho ships of the Kngllsh 
navy, which bombarded tho town of 
ICagoshlcin: because of tho attack up- 
on nomo British inorcb.ints by thu Sat. 
Btiimi. Tho Sntsunm Heat returned the 
bombardment and young Togo, strip- 
ped to tho waist, passed ammunition 
up to tho gunners. 


In the civil warn ot tho next fow 


>enrs, In which tho Shogunnto was 
overthrown Togo fought In many of 
tho naval battles, but without, especial 
distinction. With the triumph of tho 
Kmporor, and tho forming of a nucloim 
of an Imperial navy out of tho victor- 
ious Satsuma warships. Togo saw his 
opportunity. Ho applied for and re- 
ceived a commission to go to England 
to study for n naval career. 


He went to London In 1871, nnd soon 


after to Plymouth, whoro ho began a 
ocurso In naval 
apprenticeship on 


board II. N. training ship Worcester. 
Whllo thero, ho received his commis- 
sion nt> uecond lieutenant In tho now 
Imperial navy. In 1S7C hl-i course was 
llnlshod, but Togo remained In Bug. 
land to supervise tho construction ot 
the now Japanese ship Ilyel, on which 
ho returned to Japan In 1878. Whllo in 
Knglnml ho spent somo monthu at 
Cambridge. Ills tutors hnvo slnco said 
thnt ho learned English with dllliculty 
nnd wus considered a poor ntudoat, ex- 
cept In mathematics. 


In 1382 Togo, then a vlco captain, 


won a present from his government 
for lilu services and gallantry In lend- 
Inn'a landing party to quell disturb- 
ancfts In Seoul, whom the Korean king 
had permitted Insult!; to the Japanese. 
In 18S4 ho uas sent _to observe tha 
progress of tho Franco-Chlneso war, 
after which ho mado a special report 
to Ills Imperial Majesty. 


In 1SSI ho was placed In command 


of the Nnnlwn, thu warship from which 
three year* later, Togo struck* the 
first blow ot tho Cblnoxo-Japancso 
war. An Incident during his llrst com 
mand nearly closed his career. 


\t n tlmo when war wna expected 


but not yet declared, tho Nanlwn fell 
In with a British iHcamcr, loaded with 
Chinese troops. Togo ordered 
tho 


British cnptatu to follow him. Tho 
Chinese officers on board tho trans 
port prevented tho captain from do- 
ing so, whereupon Togo sunk tho ves- 
sel with n single shot. Togo's action 
caused a controversy among tho au- 
thorities, on. International law, It bo-

Togo 
camo out ot tho war a roar admiral, 
and received mnny honor* from hla 
sovereign. 
When Russia Interfered 


In tbo pcaco negotiations and Japan 
became convinced that sho was being 
robbed ot tho fruits of her splendid 
victory, her rulers foresaw that tholr 
nation must Inovlatbly clash with Iho 
Czar in tho Orient. To Admiral Togo 
was entrusted the task ot preparing 
tho Jnpanoso navy for tho strugglo 
which was to coma at tho end ot n de- 
cade. Tho Japanese statesmen noro 
convinced that Japan must light for 
her 11 fo on tbu sea. 


Most of tho next ton years Togo 


spent on shore, preparing for tho war. 
A good part of this tlmo ho command- 
ed tho Malzuru naval station, vhlch 
became tho cradle ot tho Japanese 
navy. Ilo devoted himself to building 
an organization, and stud} Ing naval 
tactics. When tho war clouds appear- 
ed, ho was appointed Camni(iudor-ln- 
Chief of tho United Squadron, com- 
prising practically all of Japan's naval 
strength. As he loft for bin command, 
and was asked If bo hail liny meaHag«s 
for his family ho replied: 


'Nothing In particular; tell them I 


am well and not to distract mo by 
sending mo loiters." 


Ho proceeded to Port Arthur, nnd 


two days after tho delhory ot,lhc 
Japanese ultimatum to tho Russian 
minister, he had successfully attack- 
ed, wltli /jro.it dnmngo. Iho Russian 
squadron i>|nK under tho iihelter of 
tho fortmcntlon at that place. Then 
followed the nerve-racking watch of 
months boforo tho mouth of tho har- 
bor in which he had tho Runslan fleet 
bottled up. 


It WUH there thut tho Commander-ln- 


Chief won tlio name ot "Father Togo" 
from tho H.Ulurx, and It was tlioro too 
th.it he showed the naval olllccrn of 
tho world how to van lorpedo boat dc- 
Btroyoru. 
Though victorious In 
re- 


pented cngiigomontB with tho 
HUH- 


slans, Togo miffurcd sovero losses In 
his own command. 
.Moat of these, 


however, ho concealed from the entire 
world, and not,ovon Tokyo know thnt 
their naval horo was lighting with a 
crippled force. 


When tho ruin of tho Russian fleet 


In the J'aclllc was complete, Togo ap- 
peared at Tokyo for a row days to re- 
port to tho Hinporor. Ono day ho dis- 
appeared. He remained hidden from 
tho world for four months. Then ho 
reappeared with his licet and annihi- 
lated tho Russian Armtuln acnt around 
from Iho llnltlc. 
Tho exact hiding 


place of Togo and his licet during 
thoso months Is not yot generally 
known, 
with 
infinite 
patience ho 


waited, and prepared to moot tho 
groat /loot lio know W«B coming. 


Admiral Togo choso thnt tho battle 


should bo ToiiBht on his tcrmu, ,uid not 
tliOBO of the enemy. Ilo deliberately 
stnkod «\or>thing on tho chunco that 
tho niwsluim would PIIBB through tho 
Straits ot Txushlmn on tholr way to 
Vladivostok.
